' The tie of the battlefield brings men 


nearer together than any other this side of 
eternity. I can imagine somothlugof the 
enthusiasm, the bravery that filled the 
heart of ihe youth in '61. Itwas unfash- 
ionable then to oppose the union soldier. 
And we remember one man who stood out 
above all others. 
People said that his 


proclamations we're not studied, nor full 
of that rhetoric, but Abraham Lincoln 
said that the people would understand 
Lheni, and It was the spirit of Lincoln that 
inspired the war. 


''If we would train our young, in pa- 


triotism, we eau take them to the state 
house and show them the battle scarred 
Sags that represent the loss of so much 
blood. I have no sympathy for the mad 
who scorns the old soldier. Be his clothes 
old and worn, if he carried a musket he 
helped save the flag that waves over every 
school house in the laud. 
I know the 


sacrifices you have made, but I have faith 
in my country that your services will not 
go unrewarded. If Massachusetts is not 
rich enough to pay it, the National treas- 
ury is." 


Past National Commander Roberts of 


Chelsea said there is a difference in the 
camp fires now. 


He recalled the time when campfires 


were held with no ladies present, and re- 
'ated stories of the late unpleasantness. 
"Bill"! Hayes said it is not right to 


charge that the veterans had got all thev 
should have. He wanted to know how 
many people of today, for a pittance of 
$13 per month,would run the risk of being 
shot at.

Wardrop of Boston: "In tha average of 
the killed the generals' average will equal 
th« privates' pro -rato. Tie general was 
not always to the raar. -I look upon Ab- 
raham Lincoln as the greatest and the 
truest-American that ever .lived. He was 


full of patriotism nichl and day for four 
years. I had eome acquaintance with 
him, and I never knew a man who grew 
more each time I met him. People talk 
of his illiteracy! His address at Gettyi- 
burg will stand aa a monument of ora- 
tory. 


Commander Gen. Charles H. "Wood: "I 


cannot but tell you what an aweinspiring 
thing it has been today to travel the 
streets of your city and look iuto the faces 
of your people, and I could not but think 
of the excellent man you have given ns to 
preside In our state house. I thought, too, 
of those days when the states were slow 
to respond to the national government, 
and our own war governor, Andrews, had 
his hands upheld by that noble soldier. 
Gen. Benj. I'. Butler. It makes my blood 
boil when I hear his memory attacked by 
men who do not know what patriotism 
is."

pose of his disclaimer. The truth is that 
Mr. Miller's disinclination to represent 
his party's principles can be accounted 
for upon the theory that in many respects 
his party is absolutely without fixec 
principles. Of late years it has drifted 
from one position to another, resorting 
first to one expedient and then to a differ- 
ent one, bowing to every passing breeze ol 
public opinion, making 'combines' with 
every 'ism' that presents Itself.

RESOLUTION 


AS SUBMITTED TO CITY COUNCIL 


B£ THE BOAKD. 
! 


It Provides That 85 8h*U b« the Minimum 


For Any TCuter Service. 


The resolution submitted by the water 


.board for such a change in the ordinances 
as will empower the board to meter all tha 
•water and to purchase and own the meters 
Is as follows: 


"Be it ordained, etc.: That so much of 


Sec. 20, Chap. 45, relating to rnoters, be 
repealed and the following is hereby sub- 
stituted: 
"The water board shall have the power to 
sat meters on any and all services as thny 
in their judgment deem wise. All meters 
shall be pwned by the city and set by the 
city's expense, and no mater shall be 
moved or disturbed without the permis- 
sion of 
the superintendent 
of water 
works. 


"The charge for metered water shall he 


fixed anil determined by the water board, 
and bills shall be iimde payable quarterly, 
on the first days of January, April, July 
and October, and If not paid within thirty 
days after the same are due, tho water 
shall be shut off in accordance with the 
provisions of section 12. 


"If a meter gets out of order and fails to 


register, theconsumer may be .churged at 
the average dally consumption, as shown 
ny the meter when in order, in no case 
where a meter is set shall the annual 
charge be less than $5, which: minimum 
annual charge shall be paid in advance, in 
all cases where the last quarterly .reading 
of said meter does not indicate such an 
amount of watur usud. 


"Owners of property must keep meters 


spt on their premises protected from frost 
at their own expense, and any expense for 
repairs caused by neglect will be charged 
to the ownir of the property, and in case 
of non-pajm.-nt for 30 days after the same 
is due, the superintendent shall cut off the 
water.and it shall not again be let on for 
the present, or any subsequent owner ex- 
cept on payment of the amount due, to- 
gether with the sum of $2."

Tho laagT»ge of a ship's boll, so eig- 


nificant to a sailor man, is fnll ot mys- 
tery for tbo average landlubber, and 
mcwt cf the visitors to n -warship le;ivo 
tho ship as ignorant of the meaning of 
the bell signals as when they went 
aboard. 


Commanrler. Rockwell, U. S. N., hnn 


given some information on tho suujcct 
•which will be interesting to tho thou- 
sands vrho have visited Uncle Sam's 
ships. 


"As bnmiDg is- tho medium through 


•which a ship ordinarily communicates 
•with the outside •worM," ho eays, "f-o 
tho bell is thut through which she ad- 
dresses herself to those aboard, and 
which in all the navies of the world 
riugs forth the honr=, smnmons to wor- 
ship and peals tho danger signals. 


"Every landsman has probably learn- 


ed and forgotten tho method of striking 
the hour aboard ship, but the dullest 
may make sure of this kuov/lcdye for 
tho rest of his life by getting, two or 
three things clear in his head. Tho 
nantical day begins and cnda nt noon,, 
when eight bells is struck. 
The bell is. 


struck b:ilf hourly day and night, one 
stroke being added for every half bocr, 
natil eight la reached, when tho count 
burins again at one bell. 


"Thus tho hours are indicated in ever; 


navy of tho civilized world, except the 
British. 
Here there is a curious devia 


tion from the ordinary naval method of 
indicating tho hoar. 


"I.'j the matter of tho boll there is in 


theUnitfd States navy a routine long es- 
tablished by precedent. The bell, usu- 
ally a small affair, of rather high, light 
tone, hangs either just forward or just 
nbaft of the foremast, on or under the 
forecastle. Tho captain's orderly keeps 
tho timo and reports to the officer cf the 
deck tho hcrar in terms of bells. .Tha offi 
cer of tha deck then bids tho messenger 
of tho watch to strike the bell- - 


"There la somewhat more formality 


at eight bells than at other time.-:, foi 
then tho hour is reported to the captain, 
and the bell is not struck until ho has 
said, 'JIako it so." 


"Here is the routine at 8 a. m.: The 


orderly says to tho officer of the deck, 
'Eight bells, sir.' The officer of the deck 
replies, 'Report to the captain eight 
bells and chronometers wound, fir.' The 
orderly then goes to tho captain and 
says, 'Eight bells and chronometers 
wound, sir.' The captain, if he be so 
minded, replies: 'Very well. Hake it 
so.' The orderly returns to tho officer of 
the deck and 'says, 'Make it so.' The 
officer of the deck says to' the messenger 
of tho watch, ;Striko eight bells,'and 
if everybody has been prompt the mes- 
senger strikes eight bells at exactly S 
a. m. 


"Nobody knows whether it would bo 


eight bells if tha dignified captain should 
taka it into his head to withhold his 
majestic 'Make it so,' for an American 
naval captain is so powerful a person 
aboard ship and routine has so powerful 
n hold on the navy that perhaps the 
captain, if so minded, might put ths 
nautical day out of joint 


1 'When ships are cruising in squadron, 


the entire fleet, lying in port, awaits 
the flagship's bells. On all the other 
ships tuo messenger stands by tho bell, 
clapper in hand, and as soon as tho bell 
has sounded the bells throughout the 
fleet are. souLded. Lying, as they arc, 
quite close together, tha effect is interest- 
ing and agreeable. 
. 
. 
. , 


"Tho flagship also gives out tha timo 


to the other vessels every morning. 
Shortly before seven bells, nt 7:30 
o'clock a. m., a time signal is displayed 
by the flagship. At exactly 7 :80 this 
signal drops, the clocks on all tho ships 
are set.nnd seven bells is struck through- 
out the fleet. . 


"Tha ship's bell serves not only to iu- 


dicato the boors, but to signal a variety 
of other things. When the .ship carries 
a chaplain, the bell is tolled for service 
on Sunday morning. Tho bett; however, 
is not tolled at funerals. With a nice 
sense of propriety the navy regulations 
provide for tho mere passing of tho 
word, 'All hands bury the dead.' In all 
matters pertaining to death the navy is 
distinguished for delicacy and a touch" of 
old fashioned sentiment, to be expected 
of men who, in theory at least, are sup- 
posed to be risking. their lives, in the 
service of others. 


"The bell is also the firesiguaL When 


a fire is discovered aboard ship, the bell 
is rur.g rapidly, and the .ship's company 
responds with the proper appliances for 
putting ont the fire. When a ship is in 
action, however,-the- bell is not used as 
n lire signal, lest..the knowledge that 
there is afiro aboard ship throw the crew 
into panic and distract thera from their 
business of fighting. A fire during ac- 
tioa is reported to the captain,, and he 
details officers and men to the duty of 
putting ont tho blaze. 


"The ship's bell is employeiin all 


the navies, except the Turkish, as a fog 
signal When a ship lies at anchor in a 
fog the bell is kept goiiig with strokes 
in sets of throe, separated by a short in- 
terval. The Turks, who have a distrust 
of bells, use drums for this purpose. 


"Tho provisions of the United States 


DQVV make it. impossible, that the various 
signals of tho bulls shall be confused 
one with another. 
The tolling for 


church, single strokes, separated by a 
single interval, cannot be mistaken for 
the rapid and irregular fire alarm, nor 
can either of these be confused with the 
triple fog signal. The half hour signals 
'are different from either of-these. They 
are sounded in pairs, with a short in- 
terval. If an odd number is to be sonud- 
ed the-single stroke comes last"—Bos- 
ton Globe.

The Presmre They Erert In the Mastica- 


tion of Bleat Food. 


.: According to the investigations of Dr. 
G. V. Black, the muscular strength of 
tbo jaws compares favorably with that 
of an; part of the body. 


To crush u piece of steak, according 


to Dr. Black,, a bite of 40 to 45 pounds 
is necessary—that is, if the proper ma- 
chine were so rigged that, by seizing a 
double lever between tho jaws, an ob- 
ject could be lifted from tho floor, a 40 
pound weight could be raised by the 
steak. Repeat this effort every feme yon 
chew, andjou get an idea of how much 
exercise is required to eat ono's dinner. 


And what makes it harder still is that 


mast people habitually jise much inoro 
force than is necessary itf chewing their 
food. For instance, in chewing steak 
whoso crushing point is at 40 to 45 
pounds, the persons Jested by Dr. Black 
used a force cf CO to SO pounds—from 
10.to 40 pounds more than was neces- 
sary. All this estra forco of course is 
worse than wasted, but probably the 
generality of manhood will keep on 
wasting strength jnst so till a more sys- 
tematic method of eating is adopted. 


But Dr. Black did not confine him- 


self to steak in his experiments. He 
tested all kinds of meat and.found that 
mutton chops may bo crushed with an 
expenditure of .25 
strength. Broiled ham 


to 40 .pounds of 


roast beef 


recjuiro tho greatest amount — 45 to CO 
pounds — while pork chops may be 
chewed with a forco of 20 to 25 pounds, 
and tho choicest parts of cold boiled 
tonguo with 3 to 5 pounds. These of 
conr=o sue averages. Tough mean of any 
kind is BtiU harder . to crush — for in- 
stance, tough beef and mutton tested by 
Dr. Black required in some cases a 
crushing force of 90 pounds. 


Tho smallest pressure recorded on Dr. 


Black's gau^'e, thas of a little girl 7 
years old, wus-30 pounds. This was with 
her front teeth, which aro not used for 
tho crushing processes of mastication. 
With the molars, which do tbo chewing, 
properly so called, she could exert a force 
of 85 pounds — quite enough to crush all 
but tho toughest parts of toughest meats. 
Several persons exceeded 100 pounds 
with the front teeth, or incisors, and 
200. with the molars. One man — a phy- 
sician of So years — has such strength of 
jaw that it must for the present remain 
a mystery, for it exceeded tho testing 
power of the instrument. The gauge re- 
gistered only 270 pounds, and when this 
remarkable chewer shut his teeth on it 
he closed it with no apparent effort. 
How far above 270 pounds he could 
have gone is therefore a subject for 
speculation. 


It will bo observed that tho doctor 


measured only the force exerted by tho 
jaws and not the work done by them. 
This latter is really. more important, 
and it remains for some one, perhaps 
tho doctor himself in a second series of 
experiments, to ascertain it. — Buffalo 
Express. 


Some lioyal Crowns. 


The crowns of Spain, Portugal and 


Poland arb all three of the same form, 
and are described by Colonel Parsons in 
his "Genealogical Tables of Europe" as 
"ducal coronets heightened up with 
eight arched 
diadems supporting a 


mound, eusigned with a plain gold 
cross." The crowns of Denmark and 
Sweden .are of almost similar shape, 
consisting of tho eight arched diadems, 
rising from a marquis' coronet (a circle 
of gold bordered with ermine, set round 
with four strawberry leaves and a 
many pearls on pyramidical points o 
equal height, alternate), which conjoin 
at the top under a mound ensigned wit 
a cross botonnee. The - kings of mcs 
other continental countries are crowne 
with circles of gold, adorned with pro 
oiona stones and heightened up wit 
largo "trefoils,"- and closed by four, si 
or eight diadems supporting a monm 
surmounted by a cross. The trefoil upon 
the crown is thought to be of Gothic in 
troduction. 


Wo find it upon the coins o'f Clovi 


and his sons, which has induced anti 
quaries to call it the "flower do luce' 
(tho lily of France represented in golc 
on a blue ground), but, tho fact is, thesi 
trefoils were used on Constantinopolitan 
crowns before tho time of the Franks 
and afterward on those, of 
German

Being, as I am, a member of tho 
cup committee, I cannot express any 
opinion at present. After tha reasons for 
lit1. Hose's withdrawal are known, I may 
have a little to say. I expect to receive at 
any moment tho cable which he notified 
Mr. Oddie that ho had sent to me. I do not 
think he cuuld luive been dissatisfied with 
the condilions which we offered him, be- 
cause they were not final, and we asked 
him to. make any suggestions as to 
changes that be might have deemed desir- 
able." 


"Do you think that Lord Dunraven in- 


duced Sir. Rose to withdraw the challenge 
because he felt that it wtis a reflection on 
him?" wus asked. 


"I raust decline to express any opinion 


at present," replied the ex-commodore. 


Facts About the Challenge. 


Mr. Rote's withdrawal, after it seemed

"B« It ordained, etc.: That 10 much of 


Sec. 20, Chap. 45, relating to maters, be 
repealed and the following la hereby sub- 
stituted: 
I 


"The water board shall have the power to 
set meters on any and. all services as they 
in their judgment deem. wise. All meters 
shall bs owned by the city, aad set by the 
city's expense, and ao meter shall be 
moved or disturbed without the permis- 
sioa of 
the luperiateudeat of water 
works. 


"Tha charge for metered water shall be 


fixed and determined by the water board, 
and bills shall be made payable quarterly, 
on the flnt days of January. April, July 
and October, and tf not paid within thirty 
days after the same are due, tha water 
shall be shut off in accordance with the 
provisions of section li 


"If a meter gets out of order and falls to 


register, the consumer may be charged it 
the average daily consumption, as shown 
by the meter when in order. In no case 
where a meter Is set shall the annual 
charge be less than. So, which minimum 
annual charge shall be paid in advance, in 
all cases where the last quarterly reading 
of said meter does not indicate such aa 
amount of water used. 


"Owners of property must keep meters 


set on their premises protected from trost 
at their o.wa expense, and any expense for 
repairs caused by neglect will be charged 
to the owner of the property, and in case 
of non-payment for 30 days after the same 
is due, the superintendent shall cut off tha 
water and It shall not again be lut on for 
the present, or any subsequent owner ex- 
cept on payment of the amount .due, to- 
gether with the anm. of $2."

According to the investigations of Dr. 


G. V. Black, the muscular strength of 
the jaws compares favorably with that 
of any part of the body. 


To crush a piece of' steak^ according 


to .Dr., Black, a'bite of 40 to145 pounds 
IB necessjvry—that JB, if the proper ma- 
chine were so rigged that, by seizing d 
double lever between the jaws, an ob- 
ject could be lifted from the'floor, a 40 
pound weight could be raised by. the 
steak: Bepeat this effort every iime yon 
chew, and yon ge't an idea of how much 
exercise is required'to eat ono's dinner. 


And what makes it harder still is that 


most people habitually j»se much more 
force than is necessary in' chewing thoir 
food. For instance, in chewing steak 
whose crushing pofet' is at -10 to 45 
pounds, the persons Jested by Dr. Black 
usod a force' of GO to 80 pounds—from 
15 to 40 pounds more than was neces- 
sary. All this extra force of course is 
worse than wasted, but probably • the 
generality of. manhood will keep on 
wasting strength just so till a more sys- 
tematic method of eating is adopted. 


But Dr. Black did not confine him- 


self to steak in his experiments. He 
tested all kinds of meat and found that 
mutton chops may be crushed with an 
expenditure of 25 to 40 pounds of 
strength. 
Broiled ham afi& roast beef 


require the greatest amount—Jo to 150 
pounds —'while pork chops may be 
chawed with a forca'of 20 to 25 pounds, 
and tho choicest parts of cold boiled 
tongue with 3' to 5 pounds. These of 
course are averages. Tough' meat of any 
kind is still harder to crush—for in- 
stance, tough beef and mutton tested by 
Dr. Black required in some cases a 
Crushing force of 90 pounds. 


The smallest pressure recorded on Dr. 


Black's gauge, that of a little girl 7 
years old, was' 30 pounds. This was with 
her front teath, which are not tised for 
the crushing processes of mastication. 
With the molars, which do the chewing, 
properly so called, sho could exert a force 
of 05 pounds—quite enough to crush all 
but the toughest parts of trmghest meats. 
Several persons exceeded? 100 ponntls 
with the front teeth, or incisors,Und 
200 with the molars. One man—a phy- 
sician of 35 years—has.snch strength of 
jaw that it must for the present remain 
a mystery, for it exceeded the testing j

Being, as I am, a member of the 
cup committee, I cannot express any 
opinion nt present. After thS reasons for 
Mr. Roso's withdrawal are known, I may 
have a little to say. I expect to receive at 
any moment the cable which he notified 
Mr. Oddie that he had sent to me.' I do not 
think he could have been dissatisfied with 
the conditions which we offered him, be- 
oaussi they were not final, and we asked 
him to make any suggestions as to 
changes that he might have deemed desir- 
able." 


"Doyouthlnkth.it Lord Dunraren. in- 


duced Mr. Rose to withdraw the challenge 
because he felt that it was a reflection on 
him?" was asked. 


I must decline to express any opinion 


at present," replied the ex-commodore. 


Fa«ts About the Challenge. 


••iEr. Rose's withdrawal, after it seemed 
that a race wi£h a new boat was assured 
for 1S9'3, will'*'cau=e general disappoint- 
ment among American yachtsmen. This 
action on the part of the late challenger i 
will bo tho more a surprise on this side of 
the water, because it seems to have been 
taken at the request of Lord Dunraven, 
whose prestige among English yachtsmen 
had seemed to have been completely'lost 
by his conduct in the races of this autumn. 


Mr. Watson having had two good tries 


at the trophy with boats which were be- 
lieved to embody his very best talents, it 
seemed highly fitting that another de- 
signer should have an opportunity to try 
his hand. While Mr. Soper's 90-footer 
Satanita, built in 1894, did not do tba 
great things that some expected of her, it 
should be remembered that this was his 
first effort with a big boat, he being a com- 
paratively young man, and his next effort 
would certainly show corrections of past 
errors. 


The challenge of Mr. Rose was received 


during the hu.it of the discussion over tho 
Dcfender-Yalkyrie fiasco and was alto- 
gether unexpected. It seemed most im- 
probable at that time that any English- 
man would challenge for the cup again for 
many a long day, and when the cable 
challenge was received many regarded ic 
as an expression of English opinion of 
Lord Duuraven's actions. Dunraven evi- 
dently saw that this inference wa=.gain- 
iiig ground, and no doubt asked Mr. Rose 
for a withdrawal if the challenge was not 
a reflection upon him. 


Mr. Hose's cable challenge was sent on 


Sept. 23, and this was confirmed by letter 
on the 28th. 
A special meeting of tho 


New York Yacht club was held on Oct. 14, 
on receipt of the letter, to consider tha 
challenge, and it was then accepted and 
Mr. Rose so notified by cable. A little 
later the cup committee, appointed at the 
above meeting, met and drew up the con- 
dition* to govern the match. These wcra 
«ent to Mr. Rose by mail, and by him re- 
ceived day before yesterday. 


Another thing that may have rankled 


in Dunraven's heart, and led to the with- 
drawal by Mr. F.ose, was the action of the 
New York Yacht olub iu reappointing the 
cup committee of 1805, which amounted 
to an official endorsement of that body's 
stand in the Defender-Valkyrie case.
